In January the Wilmington Police Department, under the 
direction of officers Shelley and Spencer, the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce, and the Wilmington Public Schools, 
sponsored a Drug Awareness Day Mr. Robert M. Stutman, 
director of the Federal Drug Entoreement Administration in 
the New England area, spoke to students, teachers and 
parents He then provided feed-back for administrators 
regarding the effectiveness of our exisgint policies, pro: 
cedures and practices for combatting drug abuse~Atg later 
dite he shared his findings with the members of the’School 
Committee ata public meeting, As a result of these meetings 
T recommended that the School Committee establish a town 
wide task force to review and update their current policy on 
Drug Alcohol abuse 

What is needed is a policy which clearly states, ina manner 
that leaves no doubt in the minds of students, parents, or 
citizens of the community, that the use, possession, or 
distribuiton of drugs will not be tolerated in school, on school 
property, or at School sponsored activities. Our goal must be 
a drug free school environment 

Students have the right to receive an eduéation ir afeen 
vironment conducive to learning. No student should be allow 
ed to interfere with this right or endanger the health and well 
hemp of other students. Parents have rights too. They should 
expect that (heir children will attend school without having to 
see the open use, possession, or sale of dru

* Examine ways to provide students with more challenging 
curriculum, more opportunities for service to the entire com 
munity, a stronger role in student government, and more 
varied after school activities 

With substance abuse problems information alone is not 
enough We must also help young people develop construe 
tive outlets for their energies and effective ways for them to 
fillup their time 

The school recognizes its responsibility to do 
whatever if can to combat drug alcohol abuse; but schools 
cannot solve this problem alone. All segments of the Wilm 
ington community must be willing to work cooperatively to 
reduce and prevent substance abuse if we are to make 
significant pains

Signs for auto dealers selling 
Subaru cars are supposed to be 
the same, the country over, the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals 
was told on February 27. The 
signs are to be free standing, 
witha center pole, and the name 
of the car on individual parts of 
the sign, in a vertical manner 

Wilmington bylaws allow 
signs not over 15 feet high, and 
not over 50 square feet in area 
The proposal before the board of 
appeals was for a sign 32 feet 
high and with 196 square feet 

The appeal was presented by 
Joseph Sederquist, agent. He 
expressed no hardships in 
connection with the ci 

The board of appeals took the 
case under advisement 
meaning that a decision will be 
made later 

A second industrial case was 
that of Analog of Woburn Street 
lat company wants parking 
areas for nine cars close to the 
street, but on company 
property. It would be reserved 
the appeals board was told, for 


visitors, and would be in the 
area called “setback” which is 
20 feet deep from the street. 

Planning board member Bill 
H ooper told the board that there 
should be no parking allowed 
under any circumstances on 
Woburn Street.

Ralph Medbury, owner of an 
Ralph’s Auto Parts, south of 
Wilmington Square has a 
proposal to tear down the bid 
garage which has been on the 
property for about 70 years.

Van pooling eyed 
for traffic relief 


Several Wilmington firms 
favor van pooling as a means of 
reducing traffic problems 
Others see the opening of the 
New Boston Street bridge as an 
outlet for traffic in the Woburn 
Street area. These ideas were 
among several brought out at a 
meeting on traffic and parking 
problems, held last Thursday at 


the Wilmington Memorial 
Library, sponsored by the 
Wilmington Chamber of 


Commerce 

“If we're talking construction, 
we're talking years down the 
road,” said Police Chief Bobb: 
Stewart, “We've got to try 
absorb some of this traffic flow 
now 

Jean Amato, representing 
Caravan for Commuters, Inc., 
presented information on how 
companies could attract em 
ployees to van pools. Among the 
incentives offered by many 
firms are preferred parking 
spaces and a guarantee of no 
required overtime, she said. 

Greg Alevras of Avco, who 
chaired the meeting, presented 


a map of three areas of heavy 
traffic in Wilmington. Based on 
employee counts of firms in the 
Chamber of Commerce, the map 
showed the heavy traffic areas 
of Lowell Street and Wilmington 
Center, Concord Street, and 
Ballardvale Street. Statistics 
presented by Alevras showed 
there to be nearly 18,000 persons. 
working in Wilmington, which 
would make the employee count 
equal to the resident population 
As for the possibility of 
opening the New Boston Street 
bridge, Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski said that the town 
had been attempting to delay the 
opening of the bridge, and had 
been at least able to tie that 
opening to the opening of a four. 
way cloverleaf at Routes 93 and 
129, Representatives from firms 
on lower Woburn Street, 
however, said that they felt that 
opening the bridge would allow 
traffic headed for Route 128 to 
head south, which might make 
up for the influx of Woburn 
traffic heading for Route 93. 


Town,.warns lodges on liquor 


The Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen have instructed the 
town manager to write to lodges 
in Wilmington, informing them 
of the town laws regulating the 
sale of liquor and the use of a 
hall. The letters were prompted 
by an incident on February 19 at 
the Knights of Columbus Hall 

The hall had been rented for a 
concert in the name of a lady 
from Grove Avenue. It turns out 
that her son plays in a-rock 
band. That band and another 
band had arranged the concert 
and sold tickets, 

Chief of Police Bobby Stewart 
was informed of the situation 
about 10 p.m. When he arrived 
at the hall, there were about 400 
youths present, including many 
from Tewksbury, Stewart said 
that prabably half of the persons 
present were not of legal 
drinking age. 

He talked to Frank Sferrazza, 
who manages the hall. He said 
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he had been told there would be 
about 85 people present. Stewart 
then talked to the young man in 
charge of the band, instructing 
him to start quietly telling 
people that the bar was closed 
and the concert was over 


The crowd was dispersed 
without incident 
Stewart notified the town 


manager, and requested that the 
K of C be notified that it was a 
violation of the law to hold a 
concert of this type. He also 
wants to have a tighter control 
on the age of persons who obtain 
liquor in the hall, Although the 
bartenders were checking 
identification of the people 
buying, they were buying 
multiple orders, and taking 
them to tables with minors. 
Also, in order to serve liquor in 
the function hall, the facility 
must serve food 

No criminal charges are being 
sought in the matter. 
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Tewksbury teacher surrenders 
to police, faces rape charges 


Tewksbury Memorial High 
School science teacher James 
W. Lenox surrendered to police 
last Friday morning and was 
arrested on several sex related 
charges. 

The arrest stems from an 
ongoing investigation that in- 
volved ‘Tewksbury Police, the 
District Attorney's Office and 
the Department of Social Ser- 
vices, according to Inspector 
Clifford Bolton who made the 
arrest 

The 44-year-old Lenox, a 
resident of 275 Marshall Street 


and a Tewksbury teacher for 
about 20 years, turned himself in 
on Friday, February 24 at 8:20 
a.m. on advice of counsel. 
Bolton said. Bolton had secured 
several warrants for his arrest 
from Lowell District Court that 
morning. 

The warrants charge Lenox 
with three counts of indecent 
assault and battery on a person 
who has attained the age of 14. 
one count of rape of a child 
under 16 and another sex related 
charge 

Bolton said he got involved in 


the case at the request of the 
DA's office and that he sought 
the warrants after interviewing 
the alleged victim 

Reports indicate that the 
alleged incident did not involve 
a school student 

The school committee has 
taken no action against Lenox as 
of press deadline, but it is likely 
that the board will discuss the 
matter when they convene next 

However, reports indicate 
that Lenox has not reported for 
work since the arrest and is 
currently free on bail 


Tewksbury appeals board awaiting more 
information on auto repair shop case 


Milton Bernbaum, owner of 
property at 614 Woburn St., 
Tewksbury, faced opposition 
during a February 27 board of 
appeals hearing on his request 
for a special permit to repair 
and store cars on the site 

The property is next to the 
Billerica line and has 105 feet of 
street frontage in Tewksbury. 
The Zoning bylaws require a 
total of 150 feet of street fron- 
tage 


Some years ago, a previous 
owner was granted a special 
permit, but used it inst 
construction company, 
baum told the board, He bought 
the place in November 1983, and 
seeks to have a repair garage 
and body shop, where he can fix 


up cars he buys. He is planning a 
six to ten car operation and 
expects to be open six days a 
week from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m., he 
said 

Total plans apparently call for 
fixing old cars and then selling 
them on the site. That sale 
operation can only be allowed 
under a class II motor vehicle 
sales license issued by select 
men. However, acquiring the 
special permit to allow repairs 
and storage on site appears to be 
a required first step in this case.

NBC's “Night Court” is a 
pleasantly daffy little 
sitcom from Rheinhold 
Weege, one of the talents 
behind “Barney Miller.” He 
has assembled the show 
around the gifts of Harry 
Anderson, the boyish, whim: 
sical_magician-comic who 
has frequently appeared on 
“Cheers as Harry the con 
man. 

Anderson plays Harry 
Stone, a young New York 
City lawyer who happened 
to be home. See, it was the 
mayor's last day in office 
and there were still judge 
ships to be handed out 

Admittedly, Harry's name 
was at the very bottom of 
the list, but nobody else was 
home to answer the call to 
service. That's how he got 
appointed 

He doesn’t fit the mold for 
judges. He — wears 
Sweatshirts, jeans and 
sneakers. His manner is as 
informal and playful as his 
dress. He is a jokester and 
an amateur magician. He 
wears headphones. 

“I own every Mel Torme 
record ever made,” he 
reveals.
